The House of Representatives, for 
instance, was to be a very mobile 
institution.

tion knew how changeable the peo­ 
ple of any Nation could be; 
how 
waves of prejudice m ight induce the 
R epresentatives to be very foolish 
for a m om ent, but their errors could 
j be corrected in another two years, 
if these errors were perm itted to 
become law.

F urther, to check tem porary In­ 
sanity ol tin* House of R epresen­ 
tatives, a Senate was created, con­ 
sisting two two men elected from 
j each of the States, by 
the State 
Legislature thereof; thereby insur- 
I ing a body of m en that would not 
be composed of m om entary fanatics 
As long as this m ethod of election 
of the United States Senate was in 
vogue, the United States Senate was 
a very fine body of men. They m ake 
m istakes- of course they did 
but 
com pared to the present Senate, 


they were im m easureably superior, 
The Seventeenth Am endm ent to the 
C onstitution 
was 
responsible 
tor 
this change and when the people 
approved th e Seventeenth Am end­ 
m ent, they simply added two direct 
representatives of the electorate from 
each state. They m ight just as well 
have added them to the House of 
Representatives, and abolished the 
Senate, the only 
difference 
being 
th at a Senator holds his office for 
six years instead of two, 
and 
he 
m ight, as is noticeabl» today, have 
a change of heart and consequently, 
a change of vote during those six 
years. 
Tlie President was given the pow­ 
er of vetoing any M easure th at he j 
considered foolish or unwise, but his j 
veto was not absolute: 
to over-ridel 
it, it required a tw o-thirds m ajority j 
of both Hoi: a*s ot ( 'onere s. 
In addition to all of this, Federal 
Courts were created, consisting of 
District, 
Circuit 
and a Supreme 
('curt. 
These Courts were created 
for tb«* purpose of acting as a fu r­ 
ther check upon anv fanatical com­ 
bination of House, Senate and Pres­ 
ident and now tie* la. t suggested 
am endm ent 
to 
the 
Constitution, I 
am ounts to, practically, empowering 
the President and the Senate to 
make up the rostei of the Supreme 
Court and ah tin* 
other 
Federal 
Courts, a; well, and tell them what 
they shall do and what they shall 
not do. 
The Nation really has come to the 
jumping off place.

ment of laws and not of men." 
The president declared th at like 
all Americans he wanted an inde­ 
pendent judiciary—but a judiciary 
that "will refuse to amend the con­ 
stitution by judicial say-so."

In Evidence Here 


O ne of the biggest booms in the 
h isto ry of th e scrap iron industry 
h a s struck New Castle just like it 
h a s the rem aining countless h u n ­ 
dreds of 
sections th ro u g h o u t 
the 


nation. 
Several New 
C astle 
scrap 
iron 
y ards w hich were literally strew n 
w ith tons and tons of junk several 
years 
ago 
today 
are 
practically 


e m p t y . 
About five years ago n o ­ 
body was interested in junk at any 
price. 
T he condition is m uch d if­ 
fe re n t now. 
T he price for heavy 
m elting steel, which m akes up the 
bulk of the scrap iron business, h as 
gone up, up and up. 
T his im por­ 
ta n t com m odity 
is getting scarce 
th ro u g h o u t the country. 
Visiting several yards throughout 
New C astle yesterday afternoon, the 
w riter d id n ’t have to ask why there 
w as so m uch hustling and bustling 
in the com m unities of old au to m o ­ 
bile engines, steel bars and other 
scrap. 
As a result of the boom, the 
nu m b er of “scrap h u n te rs” has in ­ 
creased considerably. 
In a South 
Side yard th e w riter saw a line of 
tru ck s loaded with scrap iron. 
O ne of the biggest dealers in the 
city said 
yesterday 
th a t 
in 
1929 
scrap iron was worth about $3.50 
a ton and “you almost had to beg 
th em to buy it ” 
“Today, there is 
one of th e biggest dem ands in the 
history of scrap iron. 
Since 1929 
th e price of old iron h as jum ped 
approxim ately 
100 
per 
cent,” 
he 
said. 
Several New Castle dealers could 
forsee the boom and kept on piling 
th e scrap instead of selling. 
T he 
result is th a t those piles are w orth 
100 per cent more. 
And junk yards 
are being guarded by some of the 
dealers. 
To them , th a t old iron is 
ju st like gold. 
The w riter was u n ­ 
able to secure any figures as to how 
m a n y tons has been disposed or how 
m a n y tons dealers are preparing to 
sell. 
They just seemed too busy 
to bother w ith a reporter in most 
cases.
